$6M worth of scrap steel. Most credible theory is following the ice storm here in Wake county, heated by the 
sun, huge blocks of ice started sliding down (and heavily stressing) the guy wires. When they fell free 
"twang"... the towers started swaying. With tons of ice still present on the structures, two inch dia. bolts started 
shearing off. Four inch dia. guy wires snapped. Steel "I" beams bent... Down they came. The 146.28/88, 
147.27/87, and the 145.27/87 repeaters were totally destroyed. Nothing salvagable. None were insured. They 
still havn't found all the pieces -- and probably never will. These repeater groups need our help. NOW!

WHAT GOES UP 
MUST COME 
DOWN 


We’ ve all seen the dramatic pictures of the failure 
of the WPTF and WRAL towers on the morning of 
December 10. As one who knows many of the folks 
who work at the WRAL transmitter site, I can’t say 
how thankful I am that no one was hurt by that disas- 
ter. It was with some surprise that I saw Ray, WD4BZG, 
who was on duty that Sunday morning, being inter- 
viewed shortly after the disaster. I’m sure glad Ray 
got out of there before that stick came down! 

The news media has covered the event. WRAL 
had a lot of tenants on their tower. The collapse of 
that tower has presented a lot of problems to a lot of 
folks. The collapse of those towers presents a lot of 
problems to a lot of hams. The WRAL tower was the 
site of the 145.27 N4BEA repeater and the 146.88 
WB4TOQD repeater. The WPTF tower was the site of 
the very recently installed 147.27 AK4H repeater. 

But the point of this article is to talk about the 
Piedmont Coastal Repeater Network. You see, in 
addition to the 146.88 machine, a 440 MHz repeater, 
the focal point of the PCRN in Eastern North Caro- 
lina, was also on that tower. 

Now commercial folks like Durham Life, Capitol 
Broadcasting and Airborne Express, who are depen- 
dant upon the existence of such towers for their liveli- 
hood, had ought to have cranked in to their cost of 
doing business the cost of insurance to cover such 
losses. Folks like the Gamer Police Department have 
their tax base to fall back on to recover losses if Town 
management hasn’t made other arrangements. But 
who does the Johnston Amateur Radio Society, N4BEA 
or the Piedmont Coastal Repeater Network have to 
fall back on? You and me! 

If you use the JARS or N4BEA repeaters, surely 
you ‘Il be in touch with the sponsors of those repeaters 
and you'll offer your help. But even if you’ve never 
used the 146.88 repeater, never monitored the SERA 


NewsNet or the ARRL Section Net, never taken part 
in the Piedmont Coastal Traffic Net or Sky-Warn, 
could care less about the linked system which lets you 
talk all over the state, you ARE an Amateur Radio 
operator and YOU benefit from the communications 
capabilities of the PCRN. 

YOU know that 146.88 is THE primary Amateur 
Radio Emergency Service communications facility for 
the State Emergency Operations Center. YOU know 
that it’s the 146.88 repeater and the PCRN that meets 
the need when hurricanes rake the beaches, tornadoes 
take out Red Springs and Raleigh or a fire takes out 
telephones for a half million people. ALL of Amateur 
Radio benefits from the communications support pro- 
vided by that system. 

Danny, KM4OX (ex-K4ITL), Mike, WB4TQD, 
and the rest of the PCRN technical crew are scram- 
bling and digging to start replacing the lost capabili- 
ties. It’ll be awhile. Some limited linking capability 
may be available on the 147.15 repeater by the time 
you read this. A less capable 146.88 repeater may be 
on the air early next year. As capable a repeater as the 
old 146.88 may be available by year’s end. 

But none of this can happen without MONEY! A 
LOT of money! 

If you’ve ever supported PCRN in the past, you 
may well receive a letter in the near future defining 
the current need. If you’ve not supported PCRN in the 
past, you might not get a letter. Let this be your 
notice. PCRN needs YOUR help. NOW is the time.

FCC ACTIONS 


Rubin D. Ortiz, NSNEH, of Corpus Christi, TX 
has been fined $300 by the FCC for ‘‘... attempting to 


obtain an amateur service license by fraudulent means.”’ 


Ortiz qualified for the General Class operator license 
on August 13, 1988 at a WSYI-VEC coordinated test 
session. Mr. Ortiz then submitted a new. application 
for upgrade to the Advanced Class on June 19, 1989, 
with a falsified Certificate of Successful Completion 
of Examination (CSCE) attached. He claimed that he 
had passed Element 4(A) the previous August, but 
was issued a General Class operator license in error. 
The supporting CSCE was an altered photocopy of the 
original August 13th certificate. The falsified certifi- 
cate indicated that Ortiz had passed the examination 
for Advanced, when in fact, he was never examined 
for it. 

Richard Harrison, owner of COM-TEK, an elec- 
tronics store in Manassas, VA was convicted of sell- 
ing illegal CB linear amplifiers and non-type accepted 
CB transmitters on November 2nd. 

FCC Engineers and US Marshalls seized an esti- 
mated $75,000 worth of illegal CB transceivers and 
linear amplifiers from Andy’s Place (also known as 
A&M Wholesale Supply) in Pass Christian, Missis- 
sippi, on September 21st. Some of the CB amplifiers 
were capable of 2 KW out! Current regs limit CBs to 
4 watts. Andrew H. McAdams, Jr. is now facing 
criminal prosecution headed by the Asst. US Attorney 


in Biloxi, MS. 

November 6, 1989 -- US Marshalls and FCC En- 
gineers raided a residence located at 1153 38th St., in 
the Borough Park section of Brooklyn NY and shut 
down an unlicensed FM station broadcasting on 91.9 
MHz, using the fictitious call, ‘“WJPL’’. This is the 
second raid of late where the US government used a 
new law allowing seizure of all equipment found. The 
FCC said they hope this sends a message to future 
would-be pirate broadcasters.
